Lillian Briggs started her musical 


career at the age of 12. She wanted: 


to play an accordion but settled for the 
violin because of lack of money. Lillian 
studied the violin for four years, to- 
gether with the piano. In high school, 
she learned to play the trombone in 
order to join the school’s orchestra. 
After one year she was the first girl 
ever elected to direct the band. 

Lillian then entered and won the 
audition to participate in — and repre- 
sent — the school at the Eastern Dis- 
trict Band Festival, which included stu- 
dents from 17 Eastern High Schools.

: In April, 1954, Lillian went on tour 
swith the famed Joy Cayler and her 
All-Girl Orchestra. It was during this 
period that Lillian started to sing, and 
quickly audiences began to acclaim her 
uninhibited and greatly emotional sing- 
ing style. Soon Lillian decided to do a 
single, and she charmed patrons in 
nightclubs in Dallas, Houston, Tulsa 
and Oklahoma City. 

She then came to New York, where 
she made her singing debut at the Ar- 
eadia, The Million Dollar Ballroom. She 
was signed for two weeks but stayed 
on for eight. Her next engagement 
was in Philadelphia, followed by Bos- 
ton for two weeks. 

On her return to New York, Lillian 
auditioned and was signed to a record- 
ing contract by Epic Records. Her first
